The occupational cluster 
categories are: agri-business and natural resources; business and 
office; communications and media; construction; consumer and 
homemaking education; environment; fine arts and humanities; health; 
hospitality and recreation, manufacturing; marine science; marketing 
and distribution; personal service; public services; transportation; 
and an overview. The media identified include books, films^ 
filmstrips, records, slides, and pamphlets and are descriptive of 
careers in general and also of particular occupations. They are 
grouped under three headings; elementary, secondary, and teacher 
references.
